Field project will 
wait ’til next year 

Spring 2016 construction start date eyed 
after two low bidders withdraw

The athletic facility improve¬ 
ment project at Agawam High 
School will have to wait until next 
year after a breakdown in the bid¬ 
ding process brought the project 
to a halt. 

On Tuesday night, the Aga¬ 
wam City Council was supposed 
to vote additional funds to meet 
a higher-than-anticipated low bid 
for the project. But last Friday at 
5 p.m., the low bidder withdrew, 
the second bidder to do so, leav¬ 


ing the town with just one signifi¬ 
cantly higher bid. 

Now, the Athletic Facility Ad¬ 
visory Committee, which was 
formed by Mayor Richard Cohen 
originally to address the deficien¬ 
cies of the high school track, has 
recommended the project be 
placed on hold until next year. 

Jennifer Bonfiglio, the town’s 
new procurement officer and a 
member of the committee, spoke 
on behalf of Cohen at the council 
meeting. She said the timeline 
is no longer feasible to put the

ZBA grants drive-through 
window special permits

Developer Ralph DePalma fi¬ 
nally received his special permits 
for drive-through windows to 
complete a proposal for a three- 
business subdivision at 38 N. 
Westfield St., Feeding Hills. 

The proposal had attracted 
sharp criticism from Barbara 
Murphy and John Murphy, who 
are not related to each other and 
own separate residential proper¬ 
ties near the proposed site. They 
claimed the new business, one of 
which will be a Dunkin’ Donuts 
with a drive-through window, 
would disturb their properties 
because of the noise from the in¬ 
tercom, and cause a drop in their 


property values. 

Both walked out on the last 
Zoning Board of Appeals meeting 
on June 8. On June 22, ZBA mem¬ 
bers said they took the concerns 
of the residents seriously before 
issuing an approval of the special 
permit. 

ZBA Chairman Doreen Prouty 
said she was concerned at the is¬ 
sue of a declining property value. 
According to the rules governing 
the ZBA, decisions rendered by 
the ZBA should not have a nega¬ 
tive effect on neighboring proper¬ 
ties and their value. 

“I consulted with the Town As¬ 
sessor Kevin Baldini,” said Prouty. 
“His opinion was that it would 
not have an effect on their prop¬ 
erty value.”

Long-awaited park officially opens July 1 

Spray park, playground already in use last weekend

A decade and a half in the 
making, School Street 
Park is finally done. 

The new toddler play¬ 
ground opened last week, 
the spray park was running 
over the weekend, the vol¬ 
leyball net is due to be in¬ 
stalled any day now and the 
band shell is just waiting for 
July 1, SummerFest in its new 
home, the grand opening. 

“When I was hired in 1999 
they said developing the School 
Street Park was going to be one of my

main projects,” said Christopher Sparks, 
who runs the town’s Parks and Rec¬ 
reation Department. “Here we 
are, sixteen years later, finally 
finalizing the park and prepar¬ 
ing for the next step, which 
is running programs.” 

About 30 acres of the 
park have been open since 
2008, but the town always 
intended to build a “phase 
II” addition, Sparks said. 
The park sits on about 50 
acres of land that was for¬ 
merly the Hampden County 
correctional farm. Phase II con¬ 
sists of less than a dozen acres of

Hearts and darts 


HEARTS to all the members of the Aga¬ 
wam community who have supported the 
Scafuri family as Alex recovers from that 
paralyzing hit-and-run accident. That in¬ 
cludes students at Agawam High, but also 
students at other schools like South Hadley High and 
Wilbraham & Monson Academy, who held their own 
fundraisers; private groups like the New England Frie¬ 
sian Horse Club and Eternal Misfits motorcycle club 
who have held their own fundraisers; businesses like 
The Barber on Springfield Street, which hosted a cut- 
athon, and the several retailers that sold #TeamAlex 
wristbands; anyone who bought a wristband or a T- 
shirt; the folks who contributed to and attended the 
large fundraiser for Alex at the end of May; even the 
folks who simply showed up, with posters and smiles, 
to welcome Alex home earlier this month. And those 
are just the stories we’ve told in this newspaper. To 
those of you who have given of your time, money and 
prayers without recognition, thank you, too. 

DART to the state Legislature for 
passing a law that makes it impos¬ 
sible for Massachusetts residents to 
get an accurate picture of what sorts 
of crimes are being committed in their own towns. 
Under a mandate from Beacon Hill, the Agawam 
Police Department has now stopped reporting any 
domestic violence crimes, even if they result in an ar¬ 
rest, in its public logs. Supporters say the intent of the 
law is to shield victims from being publicly shamed. 
The side effect, however, is that a real problem — the 
unfortunate fact that domestic abuse does happen in 
our town, and can happen on any street — becomes 
invisible, as though it has gone away. It also means 
that in newspapers such as the Advertiser News, 
which have committed to printing all publicly report¬ 
ed arrests in town, suspects arrested for shoplifting 
will have their names and addresses printed — but 
suspects arrested for rape may not. There shouldn’t 
be any shame in being the victim of a crime, but there 
ought to be shame in being the perpetrator of one. 

HEARTS to E.B.’s Restaurant and jazz 
musician Jay Messer for providing a forum 
for high school musicians to perform pub¬ 
licly in a “club” environment, alongside an 
experienced mentor. In his comments in 
last week’s newspaper, Messer said he’s afraid that 
jazz is disappearing as young people gravitate toward 
other musical styles. But he and restaurant owner Ed 
Borgatti are proving that the most American of art 
forms is far from gone. 

HEARTS to the eleven Agawam high 
school graduates joining the Armed Forc¬ 
es, and to their parents. With any luck, 
the worst of our Middle Eastern entangle¬ 
ments are behind us and the recruits of 
2015 won’t see as much active combat as the recruits 
of 2005 did. But more than a decade of war and death 
has made it clear to today’s military volunteers — and 
those who love them — the enormity of the sacrifice 
that putting on a uniform can entail. And even if their 
military careers are spent in peacetime and security, 
as we can only hope, they no less deserve our thanks 
for standing on that wall and keeping our nation pre¬ 
pared for any adversity.

YESTERDAY'S HOMETOWN NEWS 

The Agawam Junior-Senior High School 


O n June 18, my family at¬ 
tended the sixth grade 
concert performed by 
the concert and jazz bands at 
the Roberta G. Doering School. 

Surely all the parents and grand¬ 
parents were impressed by the 
energy and enthusiasm of the 
band director, Zachary Scherpa. 

His students sure seemed to be 
having fun and he must be proud 
of them and their progress 
as musicians. 

Being a Brownie who 
once attended the Doering 
School from 1956 to 1959, 
the auditorium sure made 
me reminisce. In December 
of 1957, I was the narrator 
for Miss Dillon’s Christmas 
assembly. Now it is nearly 
60 years later and my grand¬ 
daughter Olivia Salva is 
singing “Cry Me a River” in 
the same room. Is it possi¬ 
ble that 50 or 60 years from 
now her grandson or grand¬ 
daughter will be following 
in grandma’s footsteps? 

At home, a few days af¬ 
ter the concert, I took out a 
copy of the Agawam Junior- 
Senior High School Guide 
from the early ’50s. My copy 
belonged to John Manchester, who could 
be in Canada or California now, but it was 
his back in 1953. The faculty list in the 
guide seems to match pretty well with the 
’53 Sachem. English teacher Wayne Holm¬ 
es is in both and so are commercial teach¬ 
ers Marion Holton and Mary Coleman. 

Watching Zachary Scherpa direct his 
musicians brought back memories of 
Howard Crotty, who was the band and or¬ 
chestra teacher for many years. He was a 
big man that you can probably picture up 
on a podium with his directing sticks tim¬ 
ing the beat for each song. He stayed at the 
Main Street building in 1955 when Darcy 
Davis was hired as the new high school’s 
music director. Mr. Crotty worked there 
until his retirement and had a band of his 
own for many years. He loved trains and 
had his own train large enough to carry 


passengers. 

Mike Marieb said that How¬ 
ard Crotty died in 1966, when he 
was only 62 years old, not long 
after his retirement. 

Reading the guide started 
me thinking about all the Kid 
Parties, proms, cabarets, plays 
and musicals that had taken 
place from 1922 to 1955 in the 
same auditorium. I took a year¬ 
book off the shelf, not re¬ 
ally caring which one. It 
was the 1948 Sachem and 
in seconds I had before me 
the words of the ’48s’ Kid 
Party invitation: “We itty 
bitty chillun — Of the Class 
of ‘48 — Do cordially invite 
you — To the Kid Party — 
To Celebrate.” Their class 
history, written by Russell 
Demarais, Marion Hall, 
Marjorie Trigger, Robert 
Webler and Norma Wy¬ 
lie, relates how much fun 
they had playing “London 
Bridges” and “Rattlesnake” 
at the Kid Party. What 
wonderful memories. 

Page 35 of the guide 
has the words of the school 
song: 

Joyous and ever loyal 
Let us boost for Agawam High 
Let every heart sing 
Let every voice ring 
There’s no time to grieve of sigh 
Rah! Rah! 

It’s ever onward 
Our Course Pursuing 
May defeat ne’er our ardor cool 
Rah! Rah! 

But, united, we will boost for our 
Old Agawam High 

Wouldn’t it be wonderful to have Zach¬ 
ary Scherpa’s band play our song?

Mayor: Small business startup center has outlived need

The Agawam Small Business Assistance 
Center has refocused its mission and will 
become a referral service to budding entre¬ 
preneurs and small business owners. 

The ASBAC held its annual meeting on 
Monday morning at the Agawam Munici¬ 
pal Golf Course and its Board of Directors 
voted unanimously to dissolve. 

The sole part-time employee, Derek 
Jarvis, will be paid until the remainder of 
funds in the organization’s account has 
been spent. After that, the town’s Planning 
and Community Development office will 
field calls and refer clients to resources 
provided by companies such as Valley Ven¬ 
ture, Common Capital, Babson, and West¬ 
ern Mass. Enterprise Fund. 

In his remarks with the rest of the Board 
of Directors, Mayor Richard Cohen said 
the companies have more funding and re¬ 
sources than the ASBAC, which relies on 
donations and fundraising to provide help 
to potential business owners. 

When the ASBAC was established in 
January 2002, it helped business owners 
get started in Agawam during a very diffi¬ 
cult economic time. There’s less need for its 
services today, Cohen said. 

“I don’t think we need to be a center 
anymore,” said Cohen. “Thankfully, the 
economy is better and there are places that 
can serve the needs of people.” 

Cohen thanked the directors for their 
volunteer work over the past 13 years. 

“You all have worked so hard and made 


this small business center a big success,” 
said Cohen. “I remember when we first did 
this, the West of the River Chamber was 
wary about it. But we ended up having a 
great relationship with them and we have 
been able to accomplish a lot. But now it 
is time to change course and be more of a 
referral service.” 

With the connections built over the 
years, Cohen says he is confident the small 
business center will be able to provide re¬ 
ferrals for clients that will lead to more suc¬ 
cessful businesses in Agawam. 

Over the years, supported by fundraisers, 
the ASBAC provided assistance, workshops, 
and seminars to would-be business owners. 
These services were provided for no cost to 
the business owners or taxpayers. 

Board member Gina Fusick said she was 
proud of her work volunteering for the cen¬ 
ter, and that help was provided without any 
kind of agenda. 

“The ASBAC has really evolved over the 
years,” said Fusick. “We were able to help a 
lot of people without any political agenda.” 

Board Chairman Dino Gravanis said the 
ASBAC was present at a time of need. 

“It was a time of need which inspired 
other organizations to step forward and to 
do the things that we did and accomplish 
in a much bigger and broader way than we 
ever could,” said Gravanis. 

Like Cohen, he thanked fellow board 
members for their service. The telephone 
number for the ASBAC is still active. Any¬ 
one seeking help for small or new business¬ 
es can receive referrals to resources need to 
make a business successful.

Engraver’s handiwork in 
State House time capsule 


Paul Piquette, a Feeding Hills resident 
and master engraver, was honored last 
week to help return the time capsule to the 
cornerstone of the Massachusetts State 
House on Beacon Hill in Boston. 

Piquette hand-engraved a silver plaque 
that was placed in the cornerstone’s time 
capsule, alongside a Paul Revere silver 
plaque. The time capsule, which dates to 
1795, was discovered while doing repairs 
on the State House, and state officials de¬ 
cided to add present-day items to it. Some 
of the items in the time capsule included 
newspapers, coins dating back to 1652, a 
medal depicting George Washington and a 
plaque by Paul Revere. 

The Museum of Fine Arts contacted sil¬ 


versmith Steve Smithers of Ashfield, Mass., 
to replicate the silver plate using the same 
technique that it was believed Paul Revere 
would have used. Steve Smithers then rec¬ 
ommended that the engraving on the plaque 
be done by Piquette, a longtime employee of 
Murduff’s Jewelers in Florence, Mass. 

Piquette performed the task with a small 
hammer and chisel, without the benefit of 
lasers and machines. He was proud to be a 
part of the project, and attended the June 
17 ceremony restoring the time capsule to 
its place in the State House cornerstone. 

Piquette and his wife Helene have been 
residents of Feeding Hills since 1985. They 
have four boys, Daniel, Timothy, Brian and 
Eric.

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Paridng a concern as summer concerts begin

It will be up to police and other town of¬ 
ficials to figure out how to control parking 
around the expanded School Street Park, at 
least for the first few weeks. 

The Agawam City Council last week ta¬ 
bled a resolution that would have installed 
“No Parking” signs on areas of School Street, 
Corey Street and Alhambra Circle South. 
Councilor George Bitzas had sponsored the 
resolution after speaking with residents 
along the street as well as Parks and Recre¬ 
ation Director Christopher Sparks. 

“I brought forward something that is 
going to be a concern for the town with the 
summer concerts,” said Sparks. 

There are now 395 parking spaces at 
School Street Park, including a new park¬ 
ing lot off Corey Street, completed as part 


of the second phase of construction that 
also includes a band shell. The Summer- 
Fest concerts, which begin July 1, will move 
to the band shell this year, after previously 
being held on the Veterans Green in front 
of Phelps School. 

Sparks said there have been crowds in 
excess of 5,000 people at some events, and 
with the grand opening celebration at the 
park scheduled for next Wednesday, a large 
crowd is expected. The council resolution 
was intended to help control the traffic 
flow. 

“I received some concerns from the resi¬ 
dents who were worried they may not be 
able to get to their houses and that there 
would be too many cars on the street,” said 
Bitzas. 

However, the Community Relations 
Subcommittee, which is chaired by Coun¬ 
cilor Cecelia Calabrese, had more ques¬ 


tions and decided to table its recommen¬ 
dation. As a result, the full council tabled 
the resolution at its last meeting, June 15, 
which means traffic control, at least for the 
first two SummerFest concerts, July 1 and 
8, will be left up to the Agawam Police De¬ 
partment and the town’s Engineering De¬ 
partment. The City Council will next meet 
on Monday, July 13. 

It is possible the police could institute a 
temporary parking ban for parts of the side 
streets on concert nights in the interim. Ca¬ 
labrese said it is important that the council 
take its time to pass the best possible per¬ 
manent resolution. 

“If we ban on-street parking in this 
neighborhood, there would not be places 
to park if a resident wanted to have a party 
or gathering,” said Calabrese. “We just want 
to make sure residents know what this 
means.” 


Bitzas said it could be possible to create 
signs that ban parking at certain days and 
times and have those times posted on the 
no parking signs. 

Safety Officer Sgt. Steven Grasso has 
recommended parking be banned on 
School Street, and on the south side of Co¬ 
rey Street. The new parking lot at School 
Street Park is on Corey Street. 

If the resolution is passed by the coun¬ 
cil, the Department of Public Works would 
erect temporary “no parking” signs. It will 
take several months to get the permanent 
ones ordered and installed, Grasso said. 

Earlier this week, Sparks said he had 
not yet been informed of a temporary plan 
to address parking. He said those deci¬ 
sions are up to the police and engineering 
departments. Grasso did not return a call 
prior to press time seeking comment.

land; the remainder of the property is un- 
buildable wetlands. 

Phase II cost $2.2 million, Sparks said, of 
which $1.8 million came from Community 
Preservation Act funds, and $400,000 from 
a state grant. The first phase of the park 
was one of the town’s first CPA projects, 
receiving $1.5 million from the CPA and a 
$500,000 state grant. 

A grand opening ceremony is scheduled 
the evening of Wednesday, July 1, the first 
evening of the SummerFest concert series, 
which will relocate to the new band shell 
this year. Davey the Clown will perform at 
the new pavilion starting at 5:30, followed 
by a half-hour ceremony featuring local 
officials at 6:15 p.m. and a free concert by 
Good Acoustics, 7-9 p.m. 

Other free outdoor concerts in the Sum¬ 
merFest series will be held at the band 
shell each Wednesday night in July, the first 
Tuesday in August and second Wednesday. 
Sparks said the concert series has typically 
drawn 800 to 1,200 attendees in its previ¬ 
ous location, the Veterans Green at Main 
and School streets. 

“That’s not going to be a problem at 
School Street,” Sparks said. “I think we have 
enough physical land area, but we’re work¬ 
ing with the [City] Council to create off-site 
parking.”

project out to bid for a second time, and it 
would be more fiscally responsible to wait 
until next year. 

“We received three bids,” said Bonfiglio. 
“The first bidder withdrew quickly. We were 
optimistic and ready to go with the second 
bid after getting council approval for more 
borrowing, but then they withdrew.” 

She said the third bid was much too high 
and the decision was made to ask for bids 
a second time. But given the time needed 
to advertise and collect bids and award a 
contract, Bonfiglio said the project would 
not be able to start until the fall, and would 
not be completed until the spring. The con¬ 
struction company would have to close the 
site for the winter and then restart the proj¬ 
ect, which could cost the town more. 

Further, the locker room project would 
have to wait until next summer anyway, 
because it cannot be worked on during the 
school year.

Bonfiglio says Cohen believes the best 
plan is to put the project back out to bid 
in October, and then start the project con¬ 
struction in the spring. 

“October is when a lot of big construc¬ 
tion companies are planning their jobs for 
2016,” said Bonfiglio. “I think it will result in 
good bids the next time around.” 

The town has $7,785,000 to work with, 
between the borrowing authorization and 
the funding from the Community Preserva¬ 
tion Act. Cohen was seeking the ability to 
borrow an additional $61,000 to meet one 
of the bids before it was withdrawn. 

With the bid withdrawn, an emergency 
situation no longer existed and the City 
Council simply moved the additional bor¬ 
rowing from new business to old business 
for its July 13 meeting. That item could 
be removed from the agenda. Councilors 
briefly discussed the possibility of waiting 
until the next bidding process in October 
before authorizing more borrowing. 


neighborhood that surrounds the park. 
Part of Phase II is a near doubling of the 
number of parking spaces at the park, with 
the existing 210 spaces off School Street 
joined by a new 195-space parking lot off 
Corey Street. 

KidsFest, with three performances for 
children this summer, will remain at the 
Veterans Green. 

New features 

In addition to the band shell, the open¬ 
ing of Phase II adds a new toddler play¬ 
ground, spray park and volleyball court to 
the Corey Street side of the park. Sparks 
said the spray park, which consists of water 
fountains and sprinklers that children of all 
ages can run through and play with, was an 
instant hit when it opened last weekend. 
The spray park will operate from 10 a.m. to 
7 p.m. daily. 

The volleyball court is Agawam’s first 
at a public park in at least 10 years, Sparks 
said, after the town took down the nets at 
St. John’s and Shea fields, and Perry Lane 
Park. Sparks said he’s talking to the YMCA 
about running a volleyball league at School 
Street Park. Unless a town recreational 
program is there, the volleyball courts are 
open to the public whenever the park is 
open, Sparks said. The nets will stay up all 
season. 


“It makes sense to wait if they are not 
going to start the project until the spring,” 
said Councilor Robert Rossi. 

Bonfiglio also said doing the construc¬ 
tion of the new track and multi-purpose 
turf field would be easier for the athletic 
programs if it were done in the spring. 

Agawam High School Athletic Direc¬ 
tor David Stratton said some of the sports 
would have to play off-site during the spring 
season, including lacrosse and baseball, 
but there are facilities in town that could 
accommodate those sports. Games are not 
played at night during the spring season. 

Bonfiglio said night football games gen¬ 
erate revenue for the athletic department 
during the school year. Agawam is also 
scheduled to host the annual Thanksgiv¬ 
ing matchup against West Springfield this 
year. That game, along with Agawam’s oth¬ 
er home football games, would have to be 
moved if the field were under construction 
this fall.

ZBA member Gary Suffriti had a differ¬ 
ent view. 

“I spoke with two different real¬ 
tors who say they believe their prop¬ 
erty values would drop,” said Suffriti. 
Suffriti noted the drop in property value 
is not specifically attributed to the busi¬ 
nesses, but rather the zone changes that 
have occurred over the years, including 
some spot zoning that changed residences 
to business lots. 

Prouty and ZBA member Richard Maggi 
both argued no formal evidence has been 
presented to the ZBA that would suggest 
the neighboring property values will drop. 
She also said the neighbors have the ability 
to go through the appeal process, which is 
open to them for 20 days after the decision 
has been recorded with the town. 

The ZBA also debated conditions on the 
hours of operation for the doughnut shop. 
Suffriti said he had a serious problem al¬ 
lowing the business to be open 24 hours 
a day. Prouty argued the ZBA recently al¬ 
lowed a Dunkin’ Donuts to be open 24 
hours a day on Main Street. 

“These are two different areas,” said Suf¬ 
friti. “I am thinking of the people who are 
trying to go to bed at night.” 

The ZBA reached a compromise and 
stipulated the Dunkin’ Donuts drive- 
through window must be closed between 
midnight and 5 a.m. The walk-in business 
can remain open during those hours. 

Suffriti also asked that dumpster pick¬ 
up and deliveries only be allowed between 
7 a.m. and 5 p.m. 

“Those dumpsters can make loud 
bangs,” said Suffriti. 

No one from the public attended the 
conclusion of the public hearing. 

With the compromises included, the 
ZBA unanimously approved both drive- 
through permits. It was the last step in a 
process that included approvals from the 
Conservation Commission and Planning 
Board. 

Following the appeal period, DePalma 
can begin development of the three busi¬ 
nesses on what is currently a vacant lot 
next to the Pride gas station.

Domestic violence arrests no longer listed 


Following the passage last year of a 
state law that removes rape and domes¬ 
tic violence reports from police depart¬ 
ment logs across Massachusetts, the 
Agawam Advertiser News will no longer 
be able to report the arrests of individu¬ 
als charged with these crimes in Aga¬ 
wam. 

The new law mandates that police 
omit from their public logs any entries 
concerning “responses to reports of do¬ 
mestic violence, rape or sexual assault,” 
and “any entry concerning the arrest of 


a person for assault, assault and battery, 
or violation of a protective order where 
the victim is a family or household 
member.” Those incidents and arrests 
are to be logged “in a separate log and 
shall not be a public record, nor shall 
such entry be disclosed to the public.” 

The Agawam Advertiser News will 
continue to print the details of all other 
adult arrests, and the charges and ages 
of all other juvenile arrests. The newspa¬ 
per prints every arrest listed in the Aga¬ 
wam Police Department’s public log.

Phelps student names AFD’s new ‘Chariot’

To the manufacturer, it’s an Interna¬ 
tional TerraStar with a custom ambulance 
body. To the bean counters at Town Hall, it’s 
just the new Rescue-1. But to the students 
at Phelps School, it’s St. Raphael’s Chariot. 

The town’s newest ambulance, which 
entered service this month, got a new name 
on Tuesday in a ceremony attended by 
fourth-grade students from Phelps School, 
who had participated in a name-the-ambu- 
lance contest. The nickname was inspired 
by Jeymi Perez’s winning entry, which asked 
the department to honor the archangel Ra¬ 
phael, patron saint of medical workers. 

“He is known as the angel of healing,” 
Perez wrote in his entry. “Besides healing, 


he’s the guardian of the Tree of Life. Just like 
the EMTs who are the guardians and heal¬ 
ers of human lives.” 

Perez, a student in Joanne Sullivan’s 
fourth grade class, said he was overjoyed to 
learn that his suggestion had been chosen 
by Fire Chief Alan Sirois. 

“I felt that was the best day of my life,” 
Perez said. “I wanted to sing.” 

In addition to the fame of having won 
the contest, Perez received a certificate of 
appreciation from the Fire Department 
and an AFD medallion. 

Phelps Principal Noelle Colbert said the 
fourth graders took the contest seriously, 
and almost every student submitted an en¬ 
try. The entry form included space not only 
for the proposed name, but also an expla¬ 
nation of why that name was appropriate. 


Both Sirois and school administrators were 
impressed by the entries. 

“A lot of time and thought went into why 
those chose the names they did,” Colbert 
said. 

The name “St. Raphael’s Chariot” is 
painted in large golden letters facing the 
front of the ambulance, above the cab. 

Sirois said this is the first Fire Depart¬ 
ment vehicle to carry a nickname — the 
other two ambulances remain Rescue-2, 
based at the Feeding Hills fire station, and 
Rescue-3, the former Rescue-1 now being 
used as a backup vehicle. He acknowledged 
that he got the idea from the city of Spring- 
field, which gives its Fire Department ve¬ 
hicles nicknames. 

He said he intends the nicknames, and 
name-the-vehicle contests at elemen¬ 


tary schools, to be “a new tradition” to be 
repeated for future ambulances and fire 
trucks. The contest and unveiling allowed 
students to interact positively with fire¬ 
fighters and learn a little about the depart¬ 
ment, Sirois said. 

Sirois said he chose to let Phelps stu¬ 
dents choose the nickname for the new 
ambulance because it is the closest school 
to the Fire Department headquarters on 
Main Street, where Rescue-1 is based. He 
said future contests would rotate among 
the elementary schools, always at a school 
in the area to be served by that particular 
vehicle. The current Rescue-2 is slated to be 
replaced in a couple years, Sirois said, and 
a couple firefighting vehicles in the years 
following that.

J ust days before the official start of sum¬ 
mer and about a week before the start of 
summer vacation, students at the Granger 
Elementary School took to the school’s 
playground for their annual Field Day ac¬ 
tivities.

Brownies drop heartbreaker to Guardians

AGAWAM - After a dominat¬ 
ing run through the Western 
Massachusetts Division I Tour¬ 
nament resulting in its third 
championship in four years, the 
Agawam softball team ran into 
a perfect St. Peter-Marian team 
they just could not score against 
in the state semifinals. 

Despite outhitting the Guard¬ 
ians, the Brownies lost 1-0 in the 
eighth inning last Wednesday af¬ 
ternoon at the University of Mas¬ 
sachusetts-Amherst when a run 
scored on a passed ball. 

From the beginning, pitch¬ 
ers Allison Wheeler for Agawam 
and Erin Gallo for St. Peter were 
focused on putting zeros on the 
scoreboard. 

Each of them did that for the 
first seven innings, and Agawam 
outhit the Guardians, 3-1. 

After getting out of a jam 
in the top of the eighth inning, 
Wheeler allowed just her second 
hit of the game to Meghan Mo¬ 
ran, who hit a double off the left 


field wall. 

That brought up Emily Pow¬ 
ers, who laid down a perfect sac¬ 
rifice bunt to bring the winning 
run to third base with one out. 
Moran was the first baserunner 
to get to third base in the game. 

With the Agawam defense 
drawn all the way win, Wheeler 
delivered a pitch on the low in¬ 
side end. The ball glanced off the 
catcher’s glove and went to the 
backstop. Moran would score on 
a close play at the plate for the 
extra inning win. 

For the first four innings of 
the game, it was a battle between 
the two pitchers, on both sides of 
the ball. 

There were three base hits be¬ 
tween the two teams, all coming 
from the opposing pitchers. 

Wheeler would single in the 
first and fourth innings. Gallo 
singled in the bottom of the first 
inning. 

Wheeler allowed a walk in 
the third inning, but escaped any 
damage. 

In the fifth inning, Jess Lin-

AGAWAM - Last season, the 
Agawam softball team got in¬ 
volved in an unusual matchup 
with Chicopee High School in 
the opening game of the Western 
Massachusetts Division 1 Tourna¬ 
ment. 

In an uncharacteristic twist, 
the Brownies broke down com¬ 
pletely on defense, and a lead 
eventually became an extra inning 
loss and Agawam was denied the 
chance to defend its two consecu¬ 
tive sectional championships. 

The Brownies would come 
back this season with a big chip 
on its shoulder from last season, 
and took it to every team that had 
beaten them last season. 

There were a few bumps in the 


road, but Agawam would end up 
with a 15-5 regular season record, 
but entered the playoffs with a 
tough field that included Pitts¬ 
field, Minnechaug, and Long- 
meadow. 

But Longmeadow played with¬ 
out star pitcher Jill Stockley, and 
Agawam overcame challenges 
from Minnechaug and Chicopee. 

It all came down to a Pittsfield 
offense that was relatively un¬ 
known to most teams in Division 
I because Pittsfield plays a major¬ 
ity of Berkshire County teams. 

The bigger key to success was 
pitcher Allison Wheeler, who was 
locked in throughout 2015. Af¬ 
ter battling through challenges 
in the regular season in which 
Agawam came back from defeats 
from West Springfield and Min-

Curran signs deal with Orioles

AGAWAM - Following the 
formalities of a physical and pre¬ 
contract requirements, Agawam 
High School graduate Seamus 
Curran has officially started his 
professional baseball career in 
the Baltimore Orioles organiza¬ 
tion. 

Curran has arrived in Saraso¬ 
ta, Fla., to begin his career play¬ 
ing the Rookie Gulf Coast League 
with the Gulf Coast Orioles. 

Curran will train and practice 
for about a week before seeing his 
first game action. 

On Monday, he signed a 
$175,000 contract to be a mem¬ 
ber of the Orioles organization. 

According to Major League 
Baseball, his contract is approxi¬ 


mately $8,600 above the recom¬ 
mended slot value for the 253rd 
pick in the draft. Curran also has 
a clause in his contract that in¬ 
cludes money for a college educa¬ 
tion if he is released by the team. 
The funding for college is in addi¬ 
tion to his $175,000. 

Curran had been recruited to 
play for the University of Rhode 
Island, but opted to follow his 
dream of playing professional 
baseball. 

In the June First-Player Draft, 
Curran was drafted in the eighth 
round by the Orioles. He began 
negotiating with the team in the 
seventh round before being cho¬ 
sen. 

Curran played for Agawam 
High School for the past four 
years. He played mostly first base, 
but did spend some time in the 


outfield toward the end of his se¬ 
nior year. Teams were reluctant 
to pitch to him and Curran was 
also pressing early in the year, but 
he ended up with a .443 batting 
average for an Agawam team that 
only won three game this year. 

Curran had 13 extra-base hits, 
including two long home runs. 

Following the end of the high 
school season, Curran spent time 
working out at Baltimore’s Cam¬ 
den Yards with scouts from the 
Orioles, San Diego Padres, and 
Los Angeles Dodgers. The home¬ 
town Boston Red Sox also had 
some interest at one point. 

Curran reports he has started 
workouts with the Orioles and 
adjusting to professional baseball 
is going well.

Polaski named First Team Academic All-American 

Class of 2015 Valedictorian is only First Teamer in Post history 


AUSTIN, Texas - Post University wom¬ 
en’s lacrosse student-athlete Miranda Po¬ 
laski, of Agawam, received one of the high¬ 
est intercollegiate honors on Wednesday 
as she was named to the Capital One Aca¬ 
demic All-American Division II At-Large 
First Team. 

She becomes the first student-athlete 
at Post ever to receive a First Team selec¬ 
tion. 

Polaski scored a career-high 49 goals to 
go with 85 draw controls, 76 ground balls, 
and 31 caused turnovers, all of which were 
in the top-five in the CACC. She was fourth 
in Division II in ground balls and eighth in 
draw controls. Polaski also added 12 as¬ 
sists for 61 points, the third highest single¬ 
season total in school history. 

The Capital One Academic All-America 
Division II Women’s At-Large program in¬ 
cludes the sports of bowling, crew, fencing, 
field hockey, golf, gymnastics, ice hockey, 
lacrosse, rifle, skiing, swimming and div¬ 
ing, tennis and water polo.
